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Zen and 
Steve Jobs

Steve Jobs’ admirers praised him for 
de-cluttering the world of high-tech 
gadgetry: The products that made him 
famous, from the Macintosh computer 
to the iPad, exemplified minimalist de- 
sign and simplicity of use, enabling what 
some called a Zen-like experience. 

‘Apple products are as defined by 
what they’re missing as much as by what 
they contain,” wrote tech and pop cul- 
ture columnist Jeff Yang this year in the 
San Francisco Chronicle. 

Might Jobs’ approach to innovation 
and design have been provoked by real- 
life Zen, as in Zen Buddhism? 

The Apple chief, who died Wednes- 
day at 56, had a decades-long relation- 
ship with a Zen master, who presided 
over his wedding and whom Jobs re- 
portedly appointed as a corporate spiri- 
tual adviser. 

Their ties have fed speculation about 
such a connection. 

Early on in life. Jobs took a spiritual 
retreat to India that helped lead him 
to embrace Buddhism. But the teacher 
whom Jobs bonded with in the U.S. was 
a Zen Buddhist, a tradition rooted in 
Japan. 

According to Yang’s column and oth- 
er press reports. Jobs studied at the Los 
Altos Zen Center in the 1970s and de- 
veloped a close relationship with a Jap- 
anese-born Zen master, or roshi, named 
Kobun Chino Otogawa. 

Kobun focused his teaching on devel- 
oping a Zen meditation practice. 

“The real purpose of practice is to 
discover the wisdom which you have 
always been keeping with you,” Kobun 
said in a talk posted on the website for 
the Jikoji Retreat Center, a Zen center 
he founded outside San Francisco. 

“To discover yourself is to discover 
wisdom; without discovering yourself 
you can never communicate with any- 
body” said Kobun, who died in 2002, in 
the same talk. 

Jobs seemed to echo that spiritual 
self-reliance in public comments, in- 
cluding his oft-quoted 2005 commence- 
ment address at Stanford University: 

“Remembering that you are going to 
die is the best way I know to avoid the 
trap of thinking you have something to 
lose. You are already naked. There is no 
reason not to follow your heart.”

Medical student and music lover Paul Jur- 
gens made a detour on the way home from 
the gym when he learned about Steve Jobs’ 
death. 

“It’s so sad,” said the 22-year-old, rattling 
off a long list of Apple products he has ac- 
quired. “{Steve Jobs] said he wanted to make 
a dent in the universe, and he did. This is the 
intersection of technology and humanity” 

Jurgens stood outside the Apple Store at 
Huron Street and Michigan Avenue amid an 
unusually large crowd about 8 p.m. Wednes- 
day following the news that Jobs had died at 
56. 

Commuters waiting for the bus looked 
on as TV news reporters interviewed Apple 
customers and passersby paused outside the 
store. 

“It’s one of those things that you will re- 
member where you were when you learned 
about it,” said Joe Gasper, 40, as he panned 


the storefront with his iPhone camera on re- 
cord. 

“I am glad to see it’s business as usual,” he 
said. 

Angela Watkins of Chicago left the Apple 
Store without purchasing the iPad she cov- 
ets. 

“I love it,” she said. “But I bet you they will 
come out with an iPad 3 in his honor. I am 
going to wait for the next generation.” 


Dr. Donald Liu, surgeon-in-chief of the 
University of Chicago Comer Children’s 
Hospital, lingered outside the Apple Store 
while a group of medical professionals visit- 
ing from Shanghai perused inside. 

“It’s amazing what he has been able to 
accomplish in spite of all the procedures he 
has had to stay alive,” said Liu, musing about 
how Jobs may have been driven to continue 
fighting his cancer by his commitment to 
Apple. 

“I think it must have been like older par- 
ents who don’t die until they have seen their 
children for the last time,” he said. 

Apple faithfuls said they are confident the 
company Jobs built will not crumble without 
him. 

“It’s the experience. He stepped back and 
said, ‘what will the user feel?’ ” said Jurgens, a 
medical student originally from Batavia. “He 
was their leader. But I think Apple will con- 
tinue to make magic for many years.”

TEMPERATURE WATCH 



Sunday’s marathon 
will be warm— but not 
as bad as years past

Warm weather will stick around for the Rank 
of America Chicago Marathon, but experts 
say it shouldn’t be quite as extreme as some 
recent years. 

The National Weather Service forecasts 
temperatures in the mid-6os when the race 
begins Sunday morning, increasing to a high 
of about 79 or 8o by noon, with no rain. Hu- 
midity will start out at about 70 percent and 
drop to roughly 60 percent. 

‘^This is nothing drastically different than 
what theyve been running in all summer 
and what theyVe been training in," said Dr. 
George Chiampas, medical director for the 
marathon. 'TTieir training has been in this, 
if not warmer temperatures throughout the 
summer, so I anticipate the majority of people 
to welcome this day." 

Temperatures during the October race have 
been notoriously varied. In 2007, the mercury 
neared 90 degrees and was coupled with high 
humidity More than 300 people were taken 
away in ambulances, and organizers decided 
to cancel the event about ^Vz hours in. Two 
years later, runners at the starting line were 
bundled up for a temperature of 33 degrees. 

Ideally, temperatures would be in the high 
50s or low 60s, said Mike Norman, owner 
of Chicago Endurance Sports, who has been 
coaching runners for more than 20 years. 

Though not dramatically high this year. 


Chiampas said the temperature does merit 
organizers providing extra access to water 
and ice* Twenty aid stations will line Sun- 
days course, and more than 1,000 medical 
personnel will be on hand. Officials will use 
a colored- flag system to communicate with 


runners if conditions become dangerous. 

Dr. Rahul Khare, assistant professor of 
emergency medicine at Northwestern Uni- 
versity’s Feinberg School of Medicine, said his 
advice to runners is, “Listen to your body" 

“If they get extremely exhausted to the 


point of feeling fatigued and sleepy, slow 
down for a Little bit, grab extra water, walk for 
a bit," he said. 

Norman said runners should stick to what 
worked during training in terms of food, hy- 
dration, clothing and shoes.

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Female runners on the rise

Kimmie Brown-Mcllvane was 29 years old and 
weighed 275 pounds. Determined to lose the 
weight, she started jogging, with the goal of run- 
ning for 10 minutes without stopping— but she 
couldn’t finish one. 

Since that day in May 2009, Brown-Mcllvane, 
now 32 and an hmglcwood resident, has shed more 
than 120 pounds and completed more than 30 
short- and long-distance races. She often runs from 
her job in Chinatown to her home, and has fallen in 
love with being in perpetual motion. 

Brown-Mcllvane is one of many female runners 
who will participate Sunday in the Bank of Amer- 


ica Chicago Marathon. Female runners accounted 
for nearly 6.9 million race finishers nationwide in 
2010, according a Running USA survey. The survey 
found women represent about 40 percent of mara- 
thon entrants— up from only 10 percent three de- 
cades ago. And the running advocacy group counts 
the trend among one of the reasons marathon run- 
ning has increased in popularity in the past several 
years. 

“In 2011, I definitely noticed more women out 
there running, wearing their running skirts, wigs 
and tutus,” Brown-Mcllvane said. 

Sharon Samuels, 36, of W^odlawn, trains with 
other female runners. 

“I have a core group of girlfriends that I con- 


stantly train with year-round,” Samuels said. The 
nine-year racer says she holds herself to the same 
standards as her male counterparts. “For marathon 
training this year, I trained with CARA [Chicago 
Area Runners Association], due to my goal of hit- 
ting a PR.” 

With the popularity of marathon running on the 
rise, many women are participating for the first 
time this year— something marathon officials wel- 
come. “Wg love the new people and the new energy 
every year,” said Robin Monsky, director of media 
relations for the Chicago Marathon. “We have 
some new things on the course this year as well, so 
it should be pretty exciting.”

Obama: Wall Street protests 
show Americans* frustration 


WASHINGTON The Occupy Wall Street protests 
cropping up in more than a dozen American cit- 
ies prompted President Obama to address the 
phenomenon Thursday saying demonstrators 
“are giving voice to a more broad-based frustra- 
tion about how our financial system works.” 

Speaking at a White House news conference, 
Obama also defended the countr/s financial 
sector, which appears to have taken the brunt of 
protester criticism, focused on Wall Street and 
its regulators’ purported role in expanding eco- 
nomic disparities. 

“We have to have a strong, effective financial 
sector in order for us to grow,” the president said. 

Still, Obama discussed a need to improve gov- 
ernment oversight and blamed Republican law- 
makers for obstructing financial reforms. “Not 
only did the financial sector, with the Republican 
Party in Congress, fight us every step of the way,” 
but now the “same folks” are suggesting that the 
country should “roll back reforms” and go back 
to “the way it was” before the financial crisis, he 
said. 

Thursday marked the 20th day of Wall Street 
protests, a series of grass-roots demonstrations

against income inequality corporate greed and a 
list of other often loosely defined social ills.

Crowds also gathered in San An- 
tonio, Houston and Dallas, while more protests 
cropped up in Seattle, San Francisco and Tampa.

Missing teeth, broken fingers— even the flu can^t keep Duncan 
Keith from lacing up his skates. 

ITie 2 8 -year-old Blackhawks defenseman seems invincible. 

Who else could withstand a puck to the mouth, knocking out seven 
teeth? Unfazed by the cringeworthy injury, he showed no pain as he 
helped his team hoist the Stanley Cup in 2010. 

^Td do it all over ag^in, if I could, to win the Cup,” Keith said matter- 
of-factly as he peeled off his hockey armor after practice recently Tie 
wasn't worried about how he looked in that Western Conference finals 
game. 

^'Ixt’s face it, it's missing teeth. It’s not like a broken bone or any- 
thing like that you have to play through. You could still breathe. There’s 
nothing that hurts when you skate, so it’s just some missing teeth.” 

Keith is regarded as one of the NHLs best defensemen. He won the 
Norris Trophy which goes to the league’s top player at that position, 
in 2010. 

Keith’s a key member of the Hawks with the richest contract in team 
history In 2009, he signed a 13-year extension worth a reported $72 mil- 
lion. His seventh regular season with Chicago starts Friday in Dallas. 

Some expect the team to bounce back in a big way Sports Illustrated 
picked the Hawks to lose to Pittsburgh in the Stanley Cup finals. And 
an EA Sports simulation on '‘NHL 12” predicted the same outcome. 

Last season, Keith and buddy Brent Seabrook were the only two 
I lawks to skate in all 82 regular-season games. Keith also led the league 
in ice time, an average of 26:53 game. 

But he didn’t have the standout year he did during the Stanley Cup 
run. IBs goals were cut in half to seven, and his assists were down. 

In six seasons with the Hawks, Keith has missed only six regular- 
season games.

I realize I haven’t managed, but this is 
the organization that is going to give me the support to do 
the job.” 

Ventura said he expected to first become a coach, but 
“things progressed fairly quickly once Ozzie was not the man- 
ager anymore. We had long discussions on different things. I 
have a passion for this organization. This is the only place I 
would feel this way about.”

Captain America is tired. 

At least, that’s how Chris Evans (star of “Captain 
America,” “What’s Your Number?,” next year’s superhero 
extravaganza “The Avengers” and the compelling indie 
drama “Puncture,” out Friday) sounds when he talked to 
RedEye by phone from New York.

It was great. It was fun. It was a Httle intimidating given 
the fact that he was a real character. This guy actually 
lived, so it was a little daunting sitting down with his fam- 
ily and his friends. 

The Hoi iy wood Reporter questioned if you piayed the 
part too weii. What does that mean to you? 

Uhh ... oh, God, I don’t know [Laughs.] I’m not quite 
sure. I try and not read those reviews. Those reviews are 
almost none of my business. 

What’s something you hope peopie take away from 
"Puncture”? 

Obviously there’s a message in the film, and there’s a 
topic that should be discussed because there are front- 
line health care workers that are being affected by it. But 


I hope they just get a peek into this guy’s life. This is a 
real person. You feel a certain sense of responsibility 
when you make a film about someone who actually 
existed. You want to make sure you do them 
justice. 

In your GQ Interview, there was a note that 
you knew all the words to the songs from 
"The Little Mermaid ” I’m curious what 
other movies, Disney or otherwise, you 
feel like you have memorized? 

Oh, God, I don’t know. That might have 
been a bit of an exaggeration. 

So you don’t know all the words to

No, probably not. 

Is there a particular song from the 
movie you’d know if it came on? 

I don’t know. This is really the 
inter\new? 

How are things going with 
"The Avengers”? 

It was a great exp e rie nee .... It . 

couldn’t have gone better. I almost 
should knock on some wood. It was 
too good. We all gpt along so ridicu- | 
lously we ll; that type of stuff do es n’t I 

happen in films. It’s just so lucky 
for a franchise that it happened on 
a film that we’re all gping to be stuck 
together for quite some time. 

What’s the challenge of one-upping 
a good movie like "Captain America” 
with "The Avengers” and the "Captain 
America” sequei? 

It’s just making sure the fans stay loyal. The 
comic book fans are pretty harsh and aggres- 
sive, and they know what they like, and they 
know what they want, and trying to keep them 
happy is important. They’re the reason we’re mak- 
ing these movies. So the challenge is always making 
sure that the die-hard comie book fans are satisfied.

Mike’s a fascinatingly imperfect man cling- 
ing to a lifestyle and eventually is forced to 
make certain changes or give up on a cause he 
cares about. Evans plays him without any false 
enlightenment, only an increased sense of his 
own priorities as well as the forces working 
against him. 

Movies such as “The Lincoln Lawyer” can 
keep their stale “Law and Order” plots; “Punc- 
ture” may unfold like any number of medically 
based stories about lawyers battling corporate 
greed (“Erin Brockovich,” “Michael Clayton”), 
but familiarity does nothing to temper its 
pulse and urgency The script occasionally de- 
serves some eye-rolling, however, and redun- 
dancy takes hold as we’re constantly reminded 
that Paul thinks they should drop the case and 
Mike wants to keep going. 

Still, the movie effectively presents the 
power of the law for better and for worse, 
especially when it comes to the bottom line. 
Who cares about health anyway right? It’s 
just business.

Kevin Tancharoen didn’t originally intend for 
the world to see his “Mortal Kombat” work. The 
27-year-old director of “Fame” and “Glee: The 
3D Concert Movie” made an eight-minute video 
last year called “Mortal Kombat: Rebirth” that 
featured a new, grittier setting and origins for 
characters from the 19 -year-old video game fight- 
ing series. His intention was to show the short 
to executives at Warner Bros, and its label New 
Line Cinema and demonstrate that despite his 
background in choreography and directing the 
unsuccessful 2009 remake of “Fame,” he was the 
right choice to bring Mortal Kombat back to the 
big screen after a 14-year absence. 

However, aTbuTibe snafu resulted in “Rebirth” 
being posted publicly on the site, where it garnered 
millions of views. 

Based on the short’s viral success, Warner Bros, 
gave Tancharoen $2 million to produce a nine-epi- 
sode Web series, called “Mortal Kombat: Legacy,” 
in support of the new Mortal Kombat game it re- 
leased in April. Now New Line has agreed to make 
a new Mortal Kombat movie with Tancharoen 
directing. Shooting is expected to start in March, 
with the movie coming out in 2013. 


When you made “Rebirth,” how 
likely did you think it was you’d 
be here now, about to direct a 
full-length feature film? 

It was such a crapshoot for me. 

... This video was meant to be a 
showcase that I didn’t only have 
to do dancing stuff, even though 
that was primarily my back- 
ground. I was desperate to get 
into the genre space. As a direc- 
tor you can get typecast just like 
an actor. I knew nobody would 
risk putting my name in front of a 
genre movie. There would be an 
outcry by fans with everyone ask- 
ing, “Why are you getting the guy 
who did ‘Fame’ to make ‘Mortal 
Kombat’?’’ I knew I had to get 
some credibility. 

It goes back to when I was 13 
or 14. It was my favorite game at 
the arcade, back when arcades 
existed. Then when they started 
coming out for Super Nintendo, 

I bought them all, and I still have 
up to this day. Like everyone, I 
was mad when they made one 
that didn’t have any blood. 


So who was your favorite character? 

I always played Scorpion because I 
could remember his special move very 
easily. In the second game I think I 
switched to Baraka, but Scorpion has al- 
ways been the go-to character for me. 

Both “Rebirth” and “Legacy” were 
more grounded and realistic than a 
lot of us are used to from certainly 
the first two movies. Is that what we 
should expect from your movie? 

Yes, my sensibilities lean more toward 
realism as opposed to the more mytho- 
logical stuff that Mortal Kombat auto- 
matically has. You can expect more of 
that instinct in the feature version. It will 
be more realistic and gritty than the last 
two movies but also a very big story. 

So is there any question your movie 
will be rated R and be just as violent 
as fans expect? 

I want to do it rated R, and all the dis- 
cussions have been for it to be rated R. 

I want it to be bloody, but in a natural 
sense and not gratuitous, crazy spurt- 
ing pools of blood. That takes it to a dif- 
ferent level of camp.

Hollywood has called on Hugh Jackman to 
portray a feral mutant superhero, a vampire 
hunter, a singing penguin and a dapper cartoon 
rodent, so you would think his latest project, 
“Real Steel,” which opens Friday would be a 
cinch— how hard could it be to channel a for- 
mer boxer on the ropes in his personal life? 
But according to director Shawn Levy, the 
hard-luck protagonist Charlie Kenton took 
the actor into an unexpectedly challenging 
corner: It demanded he be casually cruel to 
his on-screen son. Max, played by 12-year-old 
Dakota Goyo. 

‘After certain takes, Hugh would come up 
to me, concerned, asking. Are you sure I’m 
not being too harsh to this boy?’ ” Levy said. 

Redemption and punching are the back- 
beat of the DreamWorks film that arrives in 
theaters Friday The bus ads and billboards 
pitch “Real Steel” as a sci-fi sports film about 
giant boxing robots that pound each other 


into twisted metal, but on closer inspection 
it presents a story of father and son who are 
both just as broken as their defeated machine 
men. 

“The father-son aspect is the spine of the 
movie,” Jackman said. ‘As cool a concept as 
it was to have all of the boxing robots, and as 
great as that is, we needed to achieve a couple 
of things beyond that. We needed to make 
people care about those robots and even with 


the great design that requires the audience to 
care about the people around the robots. It’s 
a redemption tale about all three beings — the 
father, the son and the robot.” 

“Real Steel” is set in a near-future world 
where robot/gladiator combat has become as 
big and corporate as NASCAR but also has 
a dark underground counterpart, sort of a 
“Fight Club” with hydraulics. Jackman’s char- 
acter is obsessed with the scene until he gets 


a legal distraction— his ex-girlfriend has died 
and her son now is in the custody of a father 
he’s never known. 

The elder Kenton is pretty despicable— at 
one point he essentially tries to sell the child 
to a rich couple to finance the purchase of a 
new robot. Jackman, himself a father of two, 
says it was unsettling to deliver some harsh 
lines while looking into the hurt eyes of 
young Goyo. “I have an ii-year-old and had 
to remind myself and Dakota, too, that in the 
scenes I’m not really the adult; we’re more 
like buddies,” Jackman said. 

No matter how the film fares at the box of- 
fice, it already has surprised its star. By the end 
of the shoot, it turns out, the devoted father 
found a liberating surprise in his daily bad- 
dad duty for the camera. “%u know when 
you have kids there’s things you can’t say the 
things you think but can’t let slip out,” Jack- 
man said. ‘And you know for three months I 
got to let it all rip.”

Family role models 


How tough was Martin 
Sheen’s audition for 
‘The Way?’ Ask his son- 
director Emiiio Estevez

Bad news, Goldberg: Emilio Estevez hasn’t 
thought about how he’s going to celebrate 
the 20th anniversary of “The Mighty Ducks” 
next year. 

Estevez currently is on a bus tour promot- 
ing a more personal project (which is why 
he didn’t attend Comedy Central’s “Roast of 
Charlie Sheen”). His latest effort as writer-di- 
rector, “The Way,” (opening Eriday) revolves 
around a California eye doctor (Estevez’s 
dad, Martin Sheen) who walks the Camino 
de Santiago de Compostela from Erance to 
Spain after his only son (Estevez) dies during 
his first day on the trip. The film is partially 
inspired by Estevez’s son, Taylor, who walked 
the Camino (no, he didn’t die, thankfully) 
with Sheen eight years ago.

“The Mighty Ducks” and Sheen’s presiden- 
tial capabilities.

It’s all about spirit— really: If you’re seeking 
the salvation of the modern farmer, part of 
your search may lead you to the unlikeliest of 
places: into breweries and distilleries. 

Chicago mixologist Kyle McHugh sums it 
up: “Brian Ellison [of Death’s Door Spirits] is 
keeping the Washington Island community 
alive by using their grains.” 

The hundreds of acres of hard red winter 
wheat that are grown on Wisconsin’s tiny 
Washington Island are used specifically in 
Death’s Door Spirits products, as well as 
in the Island Wheat Ale brewed by Capital 
Brewery near Madison. 

That’s in Wisconsin, but distillers’ influ- 
ence on farmers is anything but a single-re- 
gion story 

Mick Klug can control a lot of things, but 
not the weather. When fruit gets ripe, “we 
have to keep picking,” and then Klug has to 
freeze it. The St. Joseph, Mich., farmer can’t 
seU frozen fruit at a farmers market, but Chi- 
cago’s Goose Island Brewery buys it. That’s a 
crop loss Klug doesn’t have to suffer. 

Tracy Doonan, an organic farmer in Illinois, 
describes his relationship with the Mississippi 
River Distilling Co. in LeClaire, Iowa, as “a 
blind date that turned into a happily-ever-after.” 


When brothers Garrett and Ryan Burchett 
ran an ad saying that they were opening Mis- 
sissippi River Distilling and wanted to source 
everything within a 25-mile radius, Doonan, 
whose farm is near the Iowa border, gave 
them a call. 

Now, the Burchetts buy all of Doonan’s rye. 
By the end of this year, they’ll be using all of 
his wheat, and he’s hoping they’ll take all of 
the barley before long. 

Benefits flow both ways. “The cereal grains 
—wheat, barley and rye— have a lot more fla- 
vor in them,” the brothers say “We know the 
care he takes in organically and sustainably 
farming his ground. So we know we are get- 
ting a quality product,” Ryan says. Their River 
Baron Vodka has “a smoothness and sweet- 
ness to it,” Garrett says. “Wheat gives it that 
buttery smoothness that you don’t get from a 
traditional spirit.” 

River Rose Gin is made from an 1890s Ger- 
man recipe that includes “grapefruit peel, or- 
ange peel, lemon peel,” Garrett says. You can’t 
get local citrus in Iowa— but the cucumber in 
the gin comes from a family garden. 

The Burchetts would have you drink their 
gin with a couple of olives. As to the vodka, 
have it in a martini— or on the rocks. The fla- 
vor’s in there, as is the farm.

D Don’t spend the whole 
night glued together

The Date Report 

Making your debut as a couple at a party can be scary It feels like everyone is star- 
ing at you, and you feel extra self-conscious— do you stay together the whole time? 
Should you split up? Is it okay to kiss? Follow these party etiquette guidelines and 
your first party as a pair will be a breeze. 


Check In Every 30 Minutes 

Even if you’re an independent couple 
that’s fine with separating at times while at 
the party, don’t abandon your date altogether. 
One of the biggest perks to having a significant 
other is having someone to rescue you from 
boring conversations, flirts or awkwardness at 
parties, so check back every 30 minutes or so 
to make sure your S.O. is OK.
